read in many good aucthours, the goobneſle 
ol ſuche menne that honoured their countrey:

Thus the woꝛlde mate beholde the 1 wons 
ders that God woozketh: Good people mate 
beware, how thei oſfende the p2ince,and their 
coumtrey.
